Wages of Farm Help. 


The Commissioner of Agriculture has 
taken much pains to obtain information 
trom every State and almost every county 
in the United States respecting the rate of 
wages paid to farm help and the average 
eost of living. The information thus 
weathered shows that, with the exception of 
Minnesota, California, Colorado, Oregon, 
Vashington Territory and New Mexico, 
in all parts of the country, the average 
wages of farm labor declined during the 
year ending in April last, from three to 
fifteen per cent. ‘The cost of living in the 
came territory declined even in greater 
proportion, and the condition of the farm 
jaborer actually improved, notwithstand- 
ine the falling off in his wages. 

In New England, the average rate of 
nav Dy the year without board was $20.31, 
against $22.60 at the beginning of the year, 
showing a decline of 10 per cent. The cost 
of living for the same time declined from 
20.13 to 88.02 per month, about 13 per cent. 
In the middle States the showing is sorft- 
what different, the decline in wages being 
7 per cent and in the price of living only 
|. The average monthly pay here was 
219.69. Inthe South Atlantic States, the 
price of labor was reduced 15 per cent and 
cost of living 14. In the Gulf States labor 
fell 5 per cent and the expense of living 
3 per cent. In the nine inland States east 
of the Mississippi, the pay per month va- 
vies from $15.50 per month south of the 
Ohio to $20.90 at the north of it. Inthe 
six States east of the Mississippi, the aver- 
age pay of farm help is $23.81 per month— 
a slight advance over the year previous, 
while the cost of subsistence is 2 per cent 
lower. 

At points west of Mississippi river, wages 
have increased which is chiefly due to the 
increased interest in mining operations. In 
this section also, alarge number of me- 
chanies have appropriated public lands and 
are paying for them by working a portion 
of their time at their trade. Common la- 
borers tosome extent are doing the same 
thing; that is they spend a portion of their 
time in working upon the farms of others. 
In the Pacific States the monthly price of 
farm labor is 38.22, against $36.62 a year 
earlier, the increase being about 4 per cent, 
while the cost of living increased 18 per 
eent. In Utah farm laborers obtain $28.87 
per month, a decline of 7 per cent, and the 
report indicates a surplus of laborers. Tn 
Dakota, New Mexico and Washington Ter- 
ritory, there is a constant demand for la- 
borers at remunerative prices, both skilled 
and unskilled. Inthe New England States, 
asurplus of labor is reported from some 
places and a deficiency from others, the 
average demand being about equal to the 
supply. The pay for skilled labor of all 
kinds is on the increase. ,'These reports 
were generally made before the late improve- 
ment in business, and before the recent ad- 
vance in the prices of everything needed to 
support a family. The increase in the price 
of wages has not probably quite kept pace 
with the advance in family supplies during 
the past four months, but work will com- 
mand more pay than it wotid last winter 
and labor isin greater demand, and in the 
the spring, in all probability, there will be 
a fair adjustment ‘between the price of la- 
bor and that of subsistence. 

The quite common practice among our 
farmers of hiring new help every season 
is. inour judgment a bad one. Whena 
farmer has a good farm hand, he should 
try and keep him even if he has to pay 
him a trifle more than he would a new one. 
After a hand has become accustomed to a 
place, and has learned the ways of the 
family and the methods of his employer, 
he is much more likely to take an interest 
in his work, than does one who under- 
stands that he has but a short time to re- 
main. It always takes time for the em- 
ployer and employed to learn each other's 
dispositions and ways, so that harmony 
tiay at all times prevail, and when a farm- 
er finds a man whose disposition is com- 
patible with his own, he should, other 
things being equal, keep him as long as he 
can. Upon large farms, it is well for the 
owner to have tenant houses erected so that 
his help. if married men, can be tenanted 
upon the farm. On the large dairy farms 
in Vermont, this has long been the practice 
and the best results have followed. ‘The 
trouble of looking up hands in the spring 
is thus saved and the uncertainty as to 
whether when found, they will fill the bill, 
isremoved. If the work of the hired men 
is not wanted all the year round, if tenanted 
on the farm, they will be conveniently near 
to take hold of any job which happens to 
come up during the winter. and there are 
many farmers doubtless who would find it 
for their interest to hire their help by the 
year, 

As to the wages of farm help compared 
with the pay of mechanics, if the former 
are tenanted upon the farm, they ean af- 
ford to work at a much less price. The 
mechanic must reside in the city where his 
rent, fuel and subsistence is much higher 
than in the country. The laborer who is 
tenanted upon the farm where he is em- 
ployed, has to pay only a small rent, while 
his fuel and much that he needs for hlm- 
self and family, can be furnished from the 
farm at a much less price than after it has 
passed through the hands of middle men. 
The mechanic works by the.day and loses 
much time during the season from bad 
weather; he also frequently loses time 
after having completed one job, before he 
secures another while the farm hand loses 
notime. The man who gets sixteen dol- 
lars per month and board, for a season of 
eight months, upon the farm as a general 
thing, will have more money saved up at 
the end of his term, than the gne who gets 
a'dollar a day in the city, and if the farm 
hand is an unmarried man and gets his 
board and fifteen or sixteen dollars per 
nfonth, he ought to feel that he is doing 
well. This is nearly twenty per cent more 
than ordinary farm help obtained before 
the war. Between the actual cost of living 
of the city laborer and the cash wages of the 
farm hand, therefore, there is not so much 
difierence as many might suppose. 

A comparison of the wages of farm la- 
borers in the United States with those in 
some of the countries of Europe, may be 
of some interest in this connection. It 
must be borne in mind that this class of 
help is not furnished with either board of 


lodging in the European countries herein 





named. ‘The data which we here use were 
obtained for the report of the Secretary of 
State, Hon. Mr. Evarts, and refer to the 
year 1878. Since that time, there has been 
much depression in all departments of bus- 
iness in those countries, and wages includ- 
ing that for farm help, have more or less 
declined. Agricultural labors in England, 
then received, without board or lodging, 
an average of $15.60 per month; in Ireland, 
$14.73; in Scotland, $19.42; in Normandy, 
$12.44; in Italy, $15.19; Spain, $14.95; 
France, $13.65. 


The Romans had a high appreciation of 
agriculture and fully recognized the im- 
portant fact that it lies at the foundation of 
all other industries. ‘To every citizen was 
allotted a piece of land by the government, 
and each person was restricted to the amount 
granted. They well understood the differ- 
ence between soils and their adaptation to 
different kinds of crops. They saved their 
manures with great care and added to their 
fertilizers, by composting various mater- 
ials. Many valuable treatises on the sub- 
ject of agriculture were written by Roman 
authors and preserved in the Latin tongue, 
have been translated into our own language. 
Among the principal authors of agricultur- 
al works, we may mention Cato, Virgil, 
Varro, Columella, Pliny and Palladius. 
The Georgics of Virgil in which all the 
processes of tilling the soil as practiced in 
those days, are described in verse, are fa- 
miliar to every classical scholar. 

The first men in the nation gave careful 
attention to the subject and in their writ- 
ings show a familiar acquaintance with all 
the details of farming. Of course the rich 
statesmen did not engage in manual labor 
nor put their hands to the plow, any more 
than the gentlemen farmers do in our time, 
but many of the wealthy citizens who spent 
their winters in the city, lived upon their 
lands in the summer and personally super- 
intended every branch of the business. 
Says the author of “Ancient Husbandry,” 
‘though the operations of agriculture were 
generally performed by servants, yet the 
great men among the Romans continued to 
give particular attention to it, studied its 
improvement, and were careful and exact, 
in the management of all their country af- 
fairs.” 

Says Cato, “‘after the landlord has come 
to the villa and performed his devotions, 
he ought that very day if possible, to go 
through his farm; if not that day, at least 
the next. When he has considered in what 
manner his fields should be cultivated, 
what work should be done and what not ; 
next day he ought to call the overseer and 
inquire what of the work is done and what 
remains ; whether the laboring is far enough 
advanced for the season and what is done 
about the wine, corn and all other things. 
On holidays,” continues this distinguished 

ftoman, “old ditches may have been 
scoured, a highway repaired, briers cut, 
the garden digged, the meadows cleaned 
from weeds, twigs bound up, thorns pulled 
and corn pounded for bread. He should 
inspect his flocks, make a sale, sell the 
superflous wine, oil and corn; if they are 
giving a proper price, sell the oxen, the 
refuse of the cattle und sheep, wool, hides, 
the old carts, old iroh tools, &c. What- 
ever ls superfluous he ought to sell. <A 
farmer should be a seller, not a buyer.” 
The above was written by a noble Roman 
who lived a century before the beginning 
of the Christian era, and for a class of 
farmers somewhat differently constituted 
from ours, but some of his -suggestions are 
valuable even in our day. ‘The last sen- 
tence especially, should be one of the guid- 
ing rules of every farmer; he should pro- 
duce and sell, and when he buys that which 
he can produce, as arule, he is running 
behindhand. 

Columnella who, in his De Re Rustica, 
has given us one of the most valuable of 
the ancient works upon agriculture, directs 
the proprietor, on returning to his farm 
in the spring, ‘“‘to view his marches, in- 
spect every part of his farm and observe 
whether in his absence any part of discip- 
line or watchfulness has been dispensed 
with; and whether any vine, any tree or 
any fruits are missing. Then likewise, he 
ought to review the cattle and servants and 
the instruments of husbandry and house- 
hold furniture. If he continues to do all 
these things for some years, he will find a 
habit of discipline established when he is 
old; and at no age will he be so much im- 
paired with years, as to be dispised by his 
servants.” It seems to have been well un- 
derstood even in those ancient times and in 
a semi-barbaric age, that in order to make 
agriculture profitable, the master must 
give his personal attention to all the de- 
tails, of the work upon the farm, and it is 
equally true now and in this country where 
every person is a citizen and maybe the 
owner and master of a farm. There is 
much of truth in the saying of Poor Rich- 
ard, that a man who would thrive by the 
plow, must either hold or drive. 
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Metamorphoses of the Butterfly. 


There is nothing more wonderful in the 
entire realm of animated nature, than the 
yarious transformations peculiar to certain 
insects of which the most interesting repre- 
sentatives are the various families of the 
butterfly. These families belong to the 
lepidoptera. ‘The life of the butterfly is a 
continued series of changes from the time 
of its leaving the egg till it becomes a per- 
fect insect. The metamorphoses are so 
complete at each change, that its appear- 
ance and habits are as distinct from the 
last, as though they belonged to different 
orders. From the egg deposited by the 
butterfly, comes a tiny caterpillar or larva 
which has a voracious appetite and in- 
creases rapidly in size, frequently changing 
its skin. Each time before discarding the 
old skin, it ceases to eat, becomes torpid, 
generally attaching itself to the under sur- 
face of aleaf by means of a slight web. 
The old skin is thrown off by various con- 
tractions of the body which separates the 
skin on the back. 

After a time, the caterpillar is full grown 
and ready to assume the pupa or chrysalis 
state. It ceases to eat, evacuates the intes- 
tines and suspends its contracted body to 
the under surface of some object, some- 
times by its legs, with its head downwards, 
and at_others by a little silkenrope. Af- 
ter hanging in this way for several hours, 
it changes its skin for the last time; anten- 
along the body, 

being y and kept in 
plaee by the drying of the transparent fluid 
which aided in the separation from the 











skin. In the pupa state the insect does not 
eat but remains in much the condition of 
hibernating animals during winter. The 
duration of this state varies from eight or 
ten days to three or four months, the length 
of time depending on external circum- 
stances. If the caterpillar assumes the 
pupa state when the weather is hot, the 
perfect insect may be looked for in eight or 
ten days; ifin the autumn the metamor- 
phosis may not take place under two or 
three weeks, and if late in the fall, it may 
remain in that condition during the entire 
winter. 

When the pupa case is burst open by the 
exertions of the insect to free itself, the 
butterfly comes out and suspends itself, 
with its gossamer wings hanging down- 
ward; after these have become fully de- 
veloped by respiration and circulation, the 
insect remains quiet for a short time until 
the external covering becomes hardened, 
forming the dermo skeleton ; then the beau- 
tiful insect floats off upon the air, drawing 
for its food the sweet nectar from the flow- 
ers, basks for a few days in the sunshine, 
displaying and evidently proud of its many- 
colored wings, then deposits, its eggs and 
dies, and thus closes its wonderful insect 
life. The varieties of the butterfly are al- 
most without number, varying in color 
from sombre brown and light yellow, to a 
combination of almost every hue. One of 
the finest of the American species is the 
papilio asterias, whose wings when fully 
expanded, measure nearly four inches ; the 
insect is black with a double row of yellow 
dots on the back, a broad band of yellow 
spots across the wings and a row of yellow 
spots near the hind margin. ‘The cut upon 
this page represents the metamorphoses of 
the mirror butterfly and the series of 
changes will be readily understood by an 
examination of the cut and a perusal of the 
explanations here given. The wonderful 
works of nature as exhibited in the herbage 
of field and wood, and in the complex 
forms of insect life, may be made sources 
of great enjoyment, and no person has a 
better opportunity of studying them than 


the farmer who is constantly among them.

Thomas Clark of 
Truro, passed the following resolve: That 
in our opinion the said car is admirably 
adapted for the purpose for which it is de- 
signed, namely the conveyance by railway 
of live stock, without suffering. injury or 
any deterioration. That we recommend 
the invention to the immediate attention of 
kindred societies and of the Minister of 
Railways and Railway Companies, with a 
view to its immediate adoption.

The Board of Directors of the National 
Agricultural Association, which was re- 
cently organized in New York, have ap- 
plied for an act of incorporation.

Notwithstanding the fine crops that dur- 
ing the past year blessed the West asa 
whole with abundance and returning pros- 
perity. certain parts of it, especially along 
the frontier, are at present sadly pinched. 
Early in the month Gov. St.John of Kansas, 
telegraphed Jay Gould that great desticu- 
tion prevailed among the farmers of the 
frontier counties of that State, especially 
those of Sheridan, Grove and Wallace coun- 
ties, owing to the failure of crops through 
drought last year. Gould telegraphed a 
remittance of $5,000, for which a couple of 
car-loads of flour and meal as well as a 
large supply of bacon were promptly for- 
warded as an immediate installment. 

France has agricultural schools for girls. 
One of them if meat Rouén, which is said 
to have been begun with a capital of one 
franc by a sister of charity and two litile 
discharged prison girls, and to be now 
worth $100,000. This school now contains 
over one hundred girls from six to eighteen 


years of age.

Jottings by the Way--No. II. 


For some years past the towns of Hart- 
ford and Sumner, have held a Union Show 
and Fair which has been a success, espec- 
ially in the stock department, as there is a 
large amount of nice stock in those towns, 
and the farmer# have shown a commenda- 
ble interest in getting it out. ‘The latch 
string is always out for the MAINE FARMER 
man at the house of L. L. Gardiner, Sum- 
ner, who keeps some three or four horses, 
and about twenty-five head of cattle, and 
generaily more or less very nice ones. It 
is not easy to find six better calves in one 
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barn, even in this famous season for big 
salves, than your correspondent saw at Mr. 
Gardiner’s. One pair recently bought of 
John A. Clement of Cambr'dge, Somerset 
Co., measure 5 ft. 3 in., and weighed 1315 
Ibs. at eight months old. These calves are 
all red and very closely matched, a grow- 
ing pair. Tle has one pair that measure 5 
ft., raised by himself, and one pair recently 
bought at Farmington, Durham and Here- 
ford grade with Hereford color, that meas- 
ure 5 ft. lin.. and 4 ft. 9ins. The larger 
one of this pairis very nearly a perfect 
steer, for which Mr. G.is anxious to ob- 
tain a mate. A call was made at the Mil- 
ton House, Milton Plantation, on the route 
from Paris to Rumford and Andover, run 
by R. ‘I’. Allen, who is ever ready to serve 
the public, whether it is a good dinner or a 
nice carriage of any description that is 
wanted. Woodstock is a hilly town well 
adapted to grazing with some very good 
farms. Bryant's Pond village, a Grand 
Trunk Railroad station, is a place of con- 
siderable business that has grown up since 
the railroad was put through. Considera- 
ble quantities of lumber, potatoes and ap- 
ples are expagted from this station. A 
spool factory is a new enterprise talked of 
at present. which it is hoped may be built 
the coming season. Locke's Mills in Green- 
wood, the next station above Bryant's 
Pond, has suffered severely from fires with- 
ina year or two past; they have lost a Grist 
Mill, store and several dwellings. I un- 
derstood Mr. 'Tibbets is to rebuild quite ex- 
tensively the coming season. 

Bethel, one of the best farming towns in 
the county, is situated on both sides of the 
Androscoggin, with several excellent in- 
tervale farms, affording some of the best 
intervale farms on the river. Eli Swan at 
East Bethel, an old friend and patron of 
the FARMER, has a nice intervale farm 
with a conveniently arranged set of fagm 
buildings. Mr. D. T. Foster has a nice up- 
land farm capable of running a stock of 
some twenty-live cattle, a flock of sheep, 
and some four or five horses. Mr. Peter 
Powers, one of the best farmers in town, 
has a nice farm and a good set of buildings. 
Benj. Estes, another old friend of the 
FARMER, where the FARMER man always 
finds a ready welcome, has a good farm 
which he runs at a profit. Mr. John Hast- 
ings has a nice intervale farm upon which 
he keeps a good stock of cattle and horses. 
His Knox stallion has the reputation of be- 
ing one of the best stock getters in the 
county. ‘There are two railroad stations 
in town, one at West Bethel, and one at the 
Hill village. The Hill village is one of the 
prettiest villages in the State, and as it fur- 
nishes railroad communication toa large 
territory, including all the Umbagog Lake 
country, a large amount of trade centers 
here, and being within daily communica- 
tion with the Lake fishing country, the two 
first class hotels run here enjoy a liberal 
share of summer sporting company. 
There are some very good farms on the 
Bear river route from the Androscoggin to 
Umbagog Lake, also in the immediate vi- 
cinity of the lake. One of the best farms 
on the route is that of Orrin Foster, Esq., 
Newry, who runs a large stock of cattle. 
and also a brisk stock trade during the 
trading season. A pleasant home for a 
night was found at the house of T. 8. Lit- 
tlehale. North Newry. who has been for 
years a promptly paying subscriber to the 
Farmer. Mr. J. 8. Lane has a farm on 
the height of land west of the lake. excel- 
lent for hay. grain and potatoes, and is one 
of the pleasantest situations imaginable in 
a hot summer's day. This Bear river route 
is the route to New Hampshire through the 
celebrated Dixville Notch. 
river is the Sunday river on which are some 

ood farms. Up the Androscoggin from 
Sethel‘on the route to Gorham, N. H., is 
Gilead, the settlements being entirely con- 
fined to the river, hemmed in by lofty 
ranges of mountains on either side, which 
afford excellent grazing. A.3S. Jewett & 
Co. have a steam mill at the railroad sta- 
tion village, where they manufacture spool 
timber. A nice bridge has late years, been 
built across the river which is a great con- 
venience to the inhabitants of the town as 
well as the traveling public. A neat little 
church has recently been completed and 
tastefully furnished, where regular services 
are maintained. A pleasant Sabbath home 
was here found, not for the first time, in 
the family of the late Asa Peabody. 
Peabody, the son who runs the homestead 
farm, keeps from thirty to thirty-five cat- 
tle, forty to fifty sheep, and five horses.

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Alfalfa as Forage. 


Without wishing to encroach upon the) 


patience of your agricultural readers, Iam 
induced to make an inquiry through your 
columns, if you consider it of sufficient im- 
portance to present to them. I have for 
several years, since coming upon this coast, 
become acquainted in a limited degree, with 
the production of alfalfa, and its value as 
a forage product. both in the green state, 
and as hay for winter supply; my conclu- 
sions are thatit would be an important 
production in Maine if it can be readily 
grown there; Isee no reason why it may 
not be a success in yourclimate. I venture, 
therefore, to make inquiry, whether it has 
been tried by your farmers? My personal 
experience has been small, but of a grati- 
fying character; I have, however, taken 
some pains to investigate what success has 
attended. those who have made extended 
experiments, and the results shown, have 
made me feel an animated interest in its 
trial among my old neighbors and friends.

makes our climate dryer earlier in the sea- 
son. I have known alfalfa to root in deep 
prarie soil and creek bottoms from five to 
thirteen feet below the surface to the hard 
pan the second season, and the roots near 
the surface to grow as large as a fork han- 
dle or a man’s wrist. This last peculiarity 
I have thought is its only objectionable fea- 
ture, as it requires a sharp plow and strong 
team to plow it out. It is a rapid growing 
crop, gencrally producing three crops dur- 
ing our seasons of generally larger amounts 
than are grown upon the same land of 
herdsgrass or clover. One of my corres- 
pondents in Kern Co., California, wrote me 
that ‘its production had been their salva- 
tion ;” he wrote that he had seeded the year 
before 8000 acres, and was plowing to put 
in 4000 more; he said, “its early growth 
and dense body shaded the ground, saving

its drying by evaporation,‘and its roots 
went to subsoil moisture.” Its foliage is 
similar to clover, only finer. It needs noth- 
Ing singular in the method of seeding from 
other grasses, except fine soil, (well pul- 
verized ;) requiring 15 to 20 Ibe. of seed per 
acre, lightly brushed in. The seed is like 
clover seed and needs.so fay as my personal 
experience is concerned, to be sown in 
spring after the heavy frosts are gone; As 
anew tender seedling plant it wil) not re- 
sist the hard winter freezes, but once suc- 
cessfully seeded it will resist even droves 
of hogs. I saw a lot of two hundred or 
more hogs upon one ranche turned into an 
enclosure of it. and eat out every vestige 
of it, (without close examination.) and it 
was ready again in ten days, and this was 
repeated several times. If it can be pro- 
duced for dairy stock or general farm stock 
in Maine, as it ean be here, it is invaluable. 
it may have been tried unknown to me, if 
so, let earnest good wishes be iny apology 
for addressing you.

Our will remember that we re- 
cently spoke of Alfalfa as closely resem- 
bling Lucerne, so closely that Flint and 
some others have regarded them as identi- 
Lucerne has long been cultivated in 
Europe as a forage crop, and some forty or 
more years ago, was brought to this coun- 
try. It was then cultivated successfully in 
the south as shown by the Agricultural 
press of that period. ‘To what extent it 
has been cultivated in New England, we 
are unable to say ; we do not think that our 
Maine farmers have given it guch of a 
trial. 

Alfalfa seeds were distributed from the 
Department of Agriculture a few years 
ago, but in only a single instance have we 
been informed of the experiment by those 
who received it in this State. Mr. K. Per- 
ham of Woodstock, informs us that he re- 
cciveda small package which he sowed 
with wheat the ‘same as he would sow 
clover or herdsgrass seed. It sprang up and 
grew finely the first season. When he 
hauled in his wheat the alfalfa was fresh 
and green. but the oxen passed over it 
without cropping it, while they selected the 
clover that grew with it. The following 
winter it was mostly killed out, and that 
was the last of it. If any ®f our Maine 
readers have had experience with this for- 
age plant, whether under the name of Lu- 
cerne or Alfalfa, we would like to hear 


from them.—Epb. FARMER.

Lost Nation Wheat. 

Last spring I was in considerable doubt 
for some time what to sow, whether the 
above named variety of wheat or some 
other. What led me to hesitate was the 
‘fact that a few years from a trial dur- 
ing one or two years, [I was not satisfied 
with the wheat or the flour it made. And

in strong terns. Still, although somewhat 
prejudiced, I was not y convinced 
that the whole trouble was the wheat, 
and was determined to it a further 
' trial, the more so as some of my neighbors 
and others praised the wheat and 
said it made excellent flour. So efter look- 
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I found that I was not alone, but that many | pi 
the wheat 





own town, and purchased ten bushels, 
sowed the whole amount and harvested 
eighty-four bushels. [am now perfectly 
satisfied not only that it will yield well, but 
that it will make excellent flour. It makes | 
bread as white as the majority of the best | 
St. Louis, and far sweeter, and I have no | 
doubt healthier. Had my land been ready | 
so that all the seed could have been sown 
early, the yield would have been much 
larger. The first piece sown contained | 
just three-quarters of an acre. and yielded | 
twenty-two and one-half bushels, or nearly | 
thirty to the acre. The second piece sovtn | 
contained three acres, and harvested forty 
bushels. The yield was fair considering | 
that the land was lightly dressed, and a | 
portion of it somewhat ledgy. he third | 
or last piece sown was on the Mth day of | 
June, and contained about one and a quar-| 
teracres. It prodneed twenty-one and a} 
half bushels of very fair wheat. The land | 
was dressed heavily with rich manure pur- | 
chased in the city, and the consequence 
was, I was fortunate enough to have about | 
as many weeds as stalks of wheat. This 
fact and also that the wheat was sown in 
an orchard and sown very late, reduced the 
yield very much. Had the whole five 
acres been in as good condition, and sown 
as early as the first piece, the yield would 
have been nearly one hundred and fifty | 
bushels. I believe in early sowing provid- | 
ed the land is in good condition. 
Winter Wheat. | 
Have our farmers given up the sowing of 
this grain? We hear nothing about it now. | 
although it used to be all the rage. What | 
was the trouble? Did it winter kill so bad- 
ly as to make the sowing of it unprofita- 
ble? I have tried it twice in years past. | 
and had no great success either time. The 
wheat made splendid flour, but the yield | 
per acre was small, because of unfavora-| 
ble seasons. But Ido not like to givea 
= up without a fair and thorough trial, | 
and have therefore made a third attempt 
Sowed two acres last fall on sod ground: 
it came up well and tillered out finely be- 
fore winter; since then. snow has covered 
the ground and if it remains on, all will be 
well anda fair crop harvested. It won't 
do to sow winter wheat on all kinds of | 
soil and in exposed places, but with proper | 
care and treatment, good crops may be ob-| 
tained. VP

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Maine and New York Fruit Trees. 


I have read a good deal in our valuable | 
paper about trees and tree-planting, and | 
would like to give my experinunee and let it 
go for what itis worth. On the Lith of 
June, 1877, I was called on by an agent of 
the Androscoggin Nursery Co.. of Minot, | 
Me.. and urged to sign for some trees. 
Now I had just come onto the farm and 
thought of making it my home, and as 
fruit trees were scarce on the farm, and as 
this agent was selling Maine grown trees, 
I thought I would take some; accordingly 
[ signed for fourteen trees. During the 
first of September Il was called on by an 
agent traveling for a man whose head-!} 
quarters is at Portland, who wished to sell 
me some New York trees. I was a little 
shy but thought | would give both a trial 
and so be on the safe side in the future; ac- 
eordingly I signed for thirteen New York 
trees. ‘The Androscoggin trees came in the 
fall. Having served a good apprenticeship 
in Massachusetts in transplanting both 
fruit and ornamental trees, I knew just | 
how to set out an orchard, and according|y | 
the Androscoggin trees were set out and 
banked up in as good shape as any that 
were ever transplanted from said nursery. 
In the following spring the New York trees 
arrived and were set out on the same 
ground as the Androscoggin trees, and the | 
work done as well. Now for the result. 
Not one of the Androscoggin trees lived 
from the top except one pear. About half 
died outright the remainder sent up) 
sprouts from near the ground. Ihave 
never seen an agent of the Androscoggin | 
Nursery Co. since, but in September fol-| 
lowing [ was again called on by friend 
Wheeler and asked to sign for more New 
York trees. 1 took him to my prospective 
orchard and showed him my New York 
trees that had all lived, and all but one 
made a good vigorous growth; | then 
took him to the Androscoggin trees and 
told him that Il wanted trees enough to 
take the place of all but two of those trees. 
Consequently I signed for fifteen trees 
which came last spring and were duly set, 
and all have made a good and vigorous | 
growth. Mr. Wheeler came along again 
this season and I signed for seven more 
New York trees, and if they do as well as 
those I have already set, | would rather 
have one than twenty-five frem the An- 
droscoggin Nursery Company. I hope} 
this will not be too lengthy for your vol-| 
umns, but these are all facts, and I can} 
produce abundant proof of the accuracy of 
the same. My New York trees made aj} 
growth of about twenty inches on an ave-| 
rage the past season. ’

Transplanting. 
I noticed that friend G. Fernald of Har-! 
rison, in a recent letter in the MAINE) 


FARMER, condemns planting fruit trees in| 
autumn, and says: “Last fall I removed | 
two or three trees from the nursery to the | 
orchard late in November, that had com-| 
menced to bear. These trees, though alive. | 
have hardly made any new growth, and | 
will not do so until another year.” Now, 
probably the same results would have fol- 
lowed had he planted them in May. The 
fact is, it is a difficult thing to plant a bear- 
ing tree, spring or fall, and requires much 
experience to be successful. <A tree in 
bearing ina nursery is partially retarded 
in wood growth, and if transplanted the 
first of May or late in November with all 
the conditions in perfection, save one, will | 
still be more retarded or dwarfed in wood | 

rowth. In order to excite growth, or ren-| 
era bearing tree or any young healthy | 
tree ingerfect condition when transplant-| 
ed, the top of the tree must be made in ra-| 
tio to the roots, in other words, must be 
balanced by thinning the top to three 
branches, removing all fruit buds. if any, 
also all the superfluous leaf buds. It is 
not necessary to cut back the last year’s 

rowth unless it is three feet or more in 
ength, better pinch out or rub off the lower 
leaf buds on the last year’s growth, leav- 
ing a few buds to make a second formation. 
Thousands of fruit trees are yearly planted 
in Maine with too many limbs, whose buds 
produce too much evaporating leaf surface ; 
consequently the roots cannot supply the 
demand of crude sap for growth of wood | 
and constant evaporation; thus the crude | 
sap is nearly all evaporated from the sap 
wood of the tree, leaving it nearly dry. 
therefore little or no growth is made, and 
often in one summer the sap wood turns 
dark, the tree stunted, and often dies back 
to the collar of the tree from which a few 
latent buds often start and grow. Thus 
all such trees will balance themselves or 
die. Nothing in this world will grow or 
run unbalanced. Now to corroborate the 
atove, I will add the statement of Ilon. 
George W. Woodman of Portland, who 
bought of us a young pear tree in bearing. 
(Clapp’s Favorite) that was taken up from 
our nursery September 24th, 1878, and pre- 
sented at the Pomological Fair, held at 
Lewiston, and stood exposed to the heat of 
the hall three days. I saw him at the Pom- 
ological Fair held at Portland this fall. he 
said: ‘The tree had grown admirably this 
season under the treatment I gave it. I 
trenched and buried the whole tree in the 
soil save the boughs, which I sprinkled 
with water daily, and planted it late in No- 
vember, giving it suitable thinning and

**A horse has four legs” is the stereotyp-| 
ed beginning of the schoolboy’s composi- 
tion on the horse; and in this the school- 
boy manifests a large degree of inteligence. | 
No part of the horse is of greater import-| 
anee than the leg; and the experienced | 
horseman will begin his examination, pre-| 
liminary to a purchase, just where the | 
schoolboy commences his composition. 
He wants to be sure that the horse has | 
four good sound legs before he buys him, 
for he knows that nine times out of ten, | 
here is where a horse first fails. The turf 
horse that is always troubled with *a leg.” 
isa nuisance. Curbs, spavins, ringhones, 
weakened or sprained tendons, “bucked” | 
knees, and stiffened joints are some of the 
troubles that affect the legs of the horse, | 
and greatly impair his usefulness. 

The indications of a good leg are tirm-| 
hardness, and smoothness to the | 
touch, showing an entire absence of adi-!

pose tissue; large well-<desined joints, en-| 
|tirely free from abnormal appendages; |

The shape of the bone should be broad and |

it is very essential to see that, having four 
good legs, the horse has the ability to use 
them properly ; that he steps with a firm, 
free, and elastic tread; that the legs and 
feet do not get in the way of each other 
when he is in motion, but move freely. 
without interference, and yet without any 
paddling or straddling motion. Stiffness 
of the joints will be more readily detected 
by causing the horse to step backwards, 
and by seeing him in motion when first 
taken from the stall, before he has been 
warmed up.— Nat. Live-Stock Journal. 


An Ohio correspondent of the Country 
Gentleman writes as follows: Much has 
been said advocating the practice of draw- 
ing manure in winter, but I do not think 
this is practicable for the most of our wes- 
tern farmers. It applies only to those who 
stable all their stock and cut all straw, 
stalks and other refuse used as bedding, 
und | venture to say that not one of a hun- 
dred does this. Nor do I think it would 
be profitable for a farmer who has 75 to 100 
tons of straw to convert into manure, to 
eut all or part of it. Straw used as freely 
as most farmers mnst use it to get rid of 
it. and in such large proportion to the ex- 
crement of the animals, is not in my opin- 
ion fit to be applied immediately to the 
land. <As atop dressing enough of it to 
constitute when rotted, a good coat of ma- 
nure would effectually smother anything it 
might touch. Those who have had ex- 
perience. know it is not easy to plow under 
straw and corn stalks. It is true that there 
isan advantage in drawing manure over 
frozeu ground in preference to drawing in 
spring. but my method partially does away 
with the difficulty. 

The yard should be small, varying of 
course with the number and kind of stock. 
with ample shed room for all during stormy 
weather, open to the south. About once a 
week 8 or 10 inches of straw should be scat- 
tered through the sheds and over the yards. 
After the planting is done in the spring, 
there will be found to be from one to two 
feet of partially rotted straw in the yards, 
which should be placed in piles running 
parallel across the yard, and far enough 
apart to admit the passage of a wagon. 
After harvesting, usually about the middle 
of August, these piles will be found to be 
well rotted and ready to be conveniently 
applied, either as a top dressing, or to be 
plowed under. Manure made under cover 
does not usually require piling, but will be 
found to be as well rotted as that outside 
which has been piled. As it is usually 
quite dry during August, little damage will 
be done by drawing the manure across the 
fields.

sidered. ‘The Postmaster General says that 
orders have been issued, in pursuance of 
the Statutes, during the past four anonths, 
syainst various parties operating in Louis- 
ville, Covington, Newport and Frankfort, 
Kentucky. under what they claim to be 
erants for certain purposes by the State of 
Kentucky. The first of these corporations 
claim to be operating under an act of the 
Kentucky Legislature of 1839, authorizing 
the raising of a fund by lottery, to endow 
anacademy at Paducah. by this act the 
inanagers were to raise not exceeding 8100.- 
000. By subsequent acts this act was con- 
firmed, and it is claimed that the school 
trustees of Padueah were empowered to 
lease, mortgage, sell or otherwise dispose 
of any fund, franchise or privilege in which 
the academies or seminaries of said city 
were interested as beneticiaries. 

Under this act contraets were entered 
into by the trustees of the institutions of 
learning of Paducali with Walter Gregory 
for the management and conduct of the 
lottery authorized by the act of 1839, This 
contract, it is claimed, has, by various as- 
signments, come into the hands of Simmons 
& Dickinson of New York, and Murray, 
France & Co., of St. Louis, the latter the 
managers of the lottery. In the advertise- 
wients and circulars of this lottery, printed 
or circulated through the mails, the public 
are informed that “holders of prizes are 
secured by ample bondg deposited with the 
State by the lottery managers.” Corres- 
pondence between the department and the 
State officials demonstrated the falsity of 
this statement. In a letter to Postmaster 
General Keyes, dated Noy. 7, 1879, the 
State Treasurer says that neither the Ken- 
tucky State nor any other lottery has ever 
made such deposits with him. 

The report quotes from the opinion of 
Attorney General Rodman of Kentucky, to 
show that the various lotteries chartered at 
different times have long since raised the 
money authorized and are now operated in 
violation of law. The case against the 
Commonwealth Distribution Company rests 
upon the same kind of evidence as that up- 
on which the order against the Kentucky 
State Lottery was issued. ‘The corporation 
claims to act under the Frankfort. grant, 
Dut they are running an illegal lottery. No 
one is bound for the prizes they sell but 
themselves. 

The Kentucky Cash Distribution Com- 
pany, the Louisiana State Lottery and the 
Arizona Lottery have also been subject to 
investigation by the department. The 
drawings of the Canadian and the New 
Brunswick Companies taking place outside 
of the United States, no action could be 
taken by the department in the thatter of 
return of registered letters and non-pay- 
ment of money orders. Orders have been 
issued, however, to the postmaster at Cal- 
ais, in this State, where the New Bruns- 
wick Lottery has an agent, in regard to 
such letters and orders. The lottery com- 
pany most extensively using the mails is 
the Louisiana State Lottery, claiming to 
operate under a State law of 1868, which 
is asserted to be recognized by the new 
State Constitution. The said law states 
that the objects and purposes of this cor- 
poration are: First, the protection of the 
State against the great lossés ‘heretofore 
ineurred by sending large amounts of mon- 
ey to other States and foreign countries 
for the purpose of lottery tickets and de- 
vices, thereby impoverishing our own peo- 
ple. Second, to establish a solvent and 
reliable home institution for the sale of 
lottery policies and combinations, devices 
and certificates, &e., in just proportion to 
the prizes to be drawn, and to insure per- 
fect fairness and justice in the distribution 
of prizes. It is not deemed compatible 
with public interests to submit now the 
evidence upon which the Postmaster Gen- 
eral aeted in this case, there being a suit 
pending, brought against him by the lot- 
tery managers. Various other swindles are 
mentioned in the report. Among the many 
we note the following: 

“The next case mentioned is that of Ed- 
gar W. Jones, alias the Union Publishing 
Company, alias the. Magnetic ra Com- 
pany of Astitarid, Mass., and having sev- 
eral other aliases, under which he sent 
through the mails, in 1876, 800,000 circulars 
and advertisements of obscene books and a 
‘Genuine Swiss Magnetic Timekeeper, 
which was in: fact a brass compass of no 
value. Jones was indicted and his business 
broken up, ‘The next case is that of H. D. 
P. Allen, alias the National Banking Com- 
pany, of 79 Nassau street, New York. 
This so-called company flooded the country 
with flaming circulars, offering to sell what 
they called Donds on the Havana, Kentucky 
and Louisiana lotteries at half the regular 
rates. Allen was also indicted. The 'Tex- 
as Gift Concert Association, of Denison, 
‘Texas, is spoken of as one of the most sue- 
cessful swindles disclosed by the depart- 
ment records. Its receipts were about 
$100,000. ‘The managers of the concern 
divided the day's receipts among them- 
selyes every evening. ‘Tags representi 
unsold numbers were’ placed in the whee 
at the drawing, and the prizes announced 
for them, thus enabling the managers to 
manipulate the cash at their pleasure. ~The

‘The thermometer fell 
twenty-three degrees and the wind blew a 
gale, and the air was so full of snow that 
it was impossible to see any object at any 
distance. 
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SurcmpE. On Tuesday morning this 
community was startled and shocked by 
the announcement that Mr. Israel Boothby, 
cashier of the First National Bank had 
committed suicide. Mr. Boothby left his 
home about 7 o’clock and went to the bank. 
At 8 o'clock his eldest son Clinton. entered 
the bank and found his father in the direc- 
tors’ room crying. Tle was not alarmed at 
this as his father had been for some time 
in the habit of having despondent moods 
and without making any conversation with 
his father he left to attend to his business. 
At 9, the youngest son, who is employed 
in the bank as an assistant, entered to at- 
tend to his duties. Not finding his father 
in the bank, he supposed he had gone out 
to attend to some business and for a while 
was unconcerned about his absence. He 
found the room was not warm and went 
down stairs to the furnace to see if it was 
running properly. While in the cellar he 
noticed that the cover of the cistern which 
was in the rear of the cellar was off and he 
stepped at once to it and there saw the 
dead body of his father. With rare pres- 
ence of mind, he at once notified one of the 
directors of the bank, who summoned City 
Marshal White, Coroner Libby and Dr. 
Martin. The lifeless body was at once 
raised, and an examination showed that. 
without any doubt, Mr. Boothby had died 
from the effect of a bullet wound, in the 
head, from a pistol discharged by his own 
hand. Coroner Libby decided at once that 
an inquest was unnecessary and the body 
was thereupon conveyed to his late resi- 
dence on Court street. After a thorough 
search a pistol was found in the bottom of 
the cistern, which carried a 41 calibre cart- 
ridge. We gather the following particulars 
of this sad affair from the Daily Standard: 
“The fataP bullet had passed entirely 
through the head, entering at the right 
temple and.coming out back of the left ear. 
The wound itself would have been fatal, 
gut so decided was he upon his own dis- 
truction that previous to firing the pistol, 
he had attached with a stout rope, two win- 
dow weights weighing at least five pounds 
each, to his right leg just below the knee, 
so that should he not die by the bullet the 
weights would drag him beneath*the water, 
and when found, his body was almost en- 
tire under water. Various opinions were 
expressed as to the manner in which he 
got into the cistern, the prevailing idea be- 
ing, that he fired the revolver while sitting 
on theedge of the cistern and had then 
fallen in, such however could not have 
been his course on account of the smallness 
of the aperture, and moreover had he done 
so blood from the wound would have been 
scattered upon the wall or surrounding ob- 
jects, which was not the case as no traces 
of blood were to be found anywhere. 
Without doubt after — the weights to 
his leg to insure sinking, he stepped down 
into the cistern, and with his feet upon the 
bottom, and grasping the lead pipe for sup- 
port, then fired the bullet. e water in 
the cistern was but four feet six inches in 
depth, and he could easily stand up straight 
and have full use of his arms, and as the 
cistern is six and one-half feet in height, 
his head would be below the top, which 


would account for the absence of any*blood 
stains.” 


Mr. Boothby was born Sept. 17, 1826, 
in York county in this State, and was 
fifty-three years of age. Twelve years 
ago the first day of this month he began to 
act as cashier of the First National Bank, 
and has occupied the position continuously 
since that time. During the war he was 
State Paymaster and was located first on 
Governors Island in Boston harbor, and 
after at the State House in this city. When 
the war closed he was appointed clerk in 
theState treasury department under Nathan 
Dane, and again under Mr. Hitchborne. 
Mr. Boothby leaves a wife, who was ab- 
sent in Eastport, and twosons. Mr. Booth- 
by had a high reputation as a bank cashier. 
No one ever questioned his strict integrity, 
and his death was undoubtedly owing to a 
general breaking down, physical and men- 
tal. A thorough examination is being 
made, as a precautionary measure, of the 
condition of the bank, but no one has any 
doubt, so great was the confidence in his 
integrity, but the accounts of the bank will 
be found strictly correct. Mr. Boothby 
had many good qualities, he was devoted to 
his children and indefatigable in his atten- 
tion to his business duties; to his bereaved 
wife and children is extended the tender 
sympathy of the entire community.

In 1880 the cold- 
est day was the 22d, when it was 5 below 
zero, and the warmest the 31st when it was 
44 above zero. It was on three days at and 
below zero. We had eight stormy days in 
January 1879 and four in January 1880. 

At the Insane Hospital the following 
weather notes were made : 

‘There was no rain-fall during the month 
of January, 1879. but during the month of 
January, 1880, there were two rain-storms, 
on the 23d and on the 27th, and the amount 
of rain was seven inches and thirty-two 
one hundredths of an inch. The amount of 
snow-fall for January, 1879. was thirty-one 
and a half inches, falling in eight successive 
storms, namely: on the 4th, 8th, 10th, 16th, 
18th, 22d, 23d and 26th. The amount of 
snow-fall for January, 1880, was nine and a 
half inches, falling in two storms, viz.: on 
the 13th and 2Ist. A very little feil on the 
6th, but not enough to measure. Condi- 
tion of thermometer for January, 1879, at 2 
o’clock, P. M.: .

There were three days when the ther- 
mometer was below zero in the morning, 
namely: 1° below on the 15th, 7° below the 
17th, and 4° below on the morning of the 
21st.

The thermometer was below zero but 
once, being 1° below the morning of the 
22d. It will be seen that January, 1880, 
was much warmer than the corresponding 
month th® year before. 

METEOROLOGICAL. January was an un- 
usually warm month, and the moisture was 
above the average. The mean heat of the 
month for 44 years is 18°067, this year 
23°927, an excess of 5°86, and the warm- 
est January on record with four exceptions. 
In January 1841, it was 26°43, in 1843, 25° 
50, 1855, 25°14, and in 1863,25°79, but 1838 
with a temperature of 23°74, was not far 
behind it. The mean moisture, rain and 
melted snow, is 3.306 inches, this year 4. 
104, an excess of about 0.8 inches. There 
have been no drifting snow storms this 
winter, and the sleighing has been excel- 
lent since Dee. 15th, 48 days. Moisture, 
rain and melted snow, 4.104 inches ; snow, 
l4inches; fair days, 18; foul, 5; variable, 
7; cloudy, 1; aurora, 1, on the 28th; polar 
bands, 2, on the 15th and 28th; lunar halo, 
1, on the 16th; number of days on which 
rain or snow fell, 11; number of days on 
which cloudiness averaged 0.8 or more, 11;

On motion of Mr. Smith of Lincoln, Or- 
dered, That the Committee on Fisheries be 
directed to consider the propriety of abol- 
ishing the office of Commissjoner of Fish- 
eries. On motion of Mr. Parcher of An- 
droscoggin, Ordered, That the Commit- 
tee on Education inquire into the expedi- 
ency of providing by law for the uniform- 
ity of text books throughout the common 
schools of the State. 

Mr. Atwell of Penobscot, introduced bill 
an act to repeal so much of section 75, chap- 
ter 4, revised statutes, as relates to returns 
of votes from plantations. Referred to 
Judiciary Committee. [Provides that as- 
sessors shall preside impartially at all town 
meetings, receive the votes of all qualified 
voters present, sort, count and declare them 
in open town meeting, and in presence of 
the clerk, who shall form a list of the per- 
sons voted for, with the number of votes 
for each person written out in words 
against the same, make a full record there- 
of ahd deposit the same in the office of Sec- 
retary of State.) 

In the House on motion of Mr. Jordan 
of Auburn, it was ordered, That the Com- 
mittee on Finance be requested to inquire 
into the expediency of abolishing the office 
of Pension Agent and transferring the du- 
ties of that office to the Adjutant General's 
office. Mr. Hatch of Bangor, presented 
the following which received a passage : 

Whereas, It is of the highest importance 
in establishing the State valuation for the 
next decade us a basis of taxation that 
there should be a full, just and equal valu- 
ation of all property of the State, and to 
prepare such a valuation, more time and 
thought should be given to the subject than 
it is possible for a legislative party to give 
a the session of the Legislature, there- 

ore, 

Ordered, That the Committee on the Ju- 
diciary inquire into the legality of taking as 
a basis of State taxation for the ensuing 
year the valuation of the State as now es- 
tablished; said committee are further re- 
quested to examine the acts and resolves 
of 1879 relating to the State valuation and 
report what changes or additions, if any, 
are necessary, should the present State val- 
uation be taken as a basis of taxation for 
1880. 

On motion of Mr. McAlister of Bucks- 
port, Ordered, That the Committee on 
Judiciary be instructed to inquire into the 
expediency of amending section 13, chapter 
141 ofthe revised statutes, so that towns 
liable for the support of persons sentenced 
to the house of correction for drunkenness 
shall not be liable for more than $2 per 
week for persons so committed. Mr. 
Crane, from the Committee @n Education, 
on order, reported bill an act to amend 
chapter 173, of the public laws of 1877, re- 
lating to election of Superintending School 
Committees. Printed under rule. [Pro- 
vides that in case of death or resignation 
of a Supervisor the vacancy shall be filled 
by the selectmen.] Mr. Strout of Port- 
land, introduced bill an act to amend sec- 
tion 16, of chapter 4 of the revised stat- 
utes relating to removal of electors from 
one ward to another. Mr. Strout, in ex- 
planation of the bill said that the only 
—— contemplated by the law was the 
extension of the time of residence in a ward 
of any city in order to entitle the elector to 
vote in such ward instead of the ward in 
which he had formerly resided, to sixty 
days instead of thirty, as now provided by 
the statutes. Resolutions were introduced 
extending the grateful acknowledgements 
of the Legislature of Maine to the Senate 
and House of Representatives of Wiscon- 
sin for their appreciation of the gravity 
and importance of the events through 
which the State has just passed. 

On Friday in the Senate the bill intro- 
duced into the House on Thursday by Mr. 
Strout relating to removal of electors from 
one ward to another, was passed to be en- 
grossed and passed to be enacted. Mr. 
Parker of Penobscot, introduced petition 
of the executors of the estate of the late 
Alfred Veazie, praying to be reimbursed 
for money paid the State for lands in Town- 
ship E. in the county of Franklin, to which 
the State had no title; referred to the Com- 
mittee on State Lands and State Roads. ° 

In the House on motion of Mr. Parker 
of Lewiston, Ordered, That the Committee 
on Elections inquire whether or not the 
seats of the representatives from the Minot 
and Kennebunkport districts have become 
vacant by operation of the law or other- 
wise, and if vacancies are found to exist, 
to report a resolution declaring the facts 
and ordering a new election in said dis- 
tricts. On motion of Mr. Gushee of Ap- 
pleton, Ordered, That the Committee on 
Education, inquire what legislation, if any 
is necessary, to provide for a uniformity of 
text books in our common schools, and to 
prevent their too frequent change. Mr. 
Hutchinson of Lewiston, presented the fol- 
lowing: Ordered, That all educational 
matters concerning the State College be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education, and 
that they inquire asto the present condi- 
tion of that institution, and what changes, 
if any, are expedient or desirable. Mr. 
Hutchinson explained that the object of the 
order was not to take any thing out of the 
hands of the Committee on the Agricul- 
tural College; it seemed to him very proper 
that matters relating to the educational de- 
partment of that institution should go to 
the Committee on Education. The order 
received a passage. Mr. Perry of Camden, 
presented the following: Ordered, That 
the Judiciary Committee be instructed to 
inquire into the necessity of repealing sec- 
tion 25, chapter 2 of the revised statutes 
which reads as follows: ‘No person shall 
be allowed to vote or take part in the or- 
ganization of either branch of the Legisla- 
ture as a member unless his name appears 
on the certified roll of that branch..” Mr. 
Perry explained that his object was to have 
repealed a law which had outlived its use- 
fulness and which had essentially been 
pronounced unconstitutional by the recent 
opinion of the court. If this honorable 
body took kindly to this endeavor to re- 
move the debris from our statute books 
the door would be open for further reform 
in that direction. The order received a 
Mr. Strout from the Judiciary 
Committee on order relating to the State 
valuation and certain constitutional ques- 


tions thereto, reported in substance that 
in the opinion of the committee the consti- 


tution requires an actual valuation the 


present year, completed ‘before April 1st. 
Yet, if im an emergency a full valuation 





cannot be taken within that time the legis 


lature may take a valuation based upon the 
present one and such additional informa- 
tion as they can obtain, and that such yal- 
uation would be held a sufficient compli- 
ance with the constitution, although de- 
signed to stand for only one year. Al- 
though the constitution contemplates the 
taking of the valuation once in ten years, 
there seems to be no reason why it cannot 
be taken as often as the legislature deems 
advisable; and that if the valuation taken 
this year should prove insufficient, a new 
valuation may be taken next year. Bill an 
act to amend section 16, chapter 4 of the 
revised statutes relating to removal of elec- 
tors from one ward to another had its three 
several readings and was passed to be en- 
grossed under a suspension of the rules, 
on motion of Mr. Cook of Lewiston. 

On Saturday in the Senate the petition 
was presented of Geo. A. Mathews to in- 
corporate the Monson and Dexter Railroad 
Company, asking for authority to construct 
arailroad from Monson to Dexter. The 
petition was presented of Jonathan Spear 
and several others, citizens of Rockland, 
praying that the territory comprised in the 
seventh ward of said city to set off and in- 
corporated ina separate and new town. 
The Committee on Education were in- 
structed to inquire as to the expediency of 
uniting adjoining school districts or part of 
districts, to ascertain the per cent. of 
school money to be expended in the con- 
veyance of children to and from said Union 
district. 

In the House the Committee on Elections 
were instructed to report the votes upon 
the resolves providing for certain amend- 
ments to the Constitution approved Febru- 
ary 9th, 1877. Also those of March 14th, 
1879. The Judiciary Committee were or- 
dered to inquire as to the abolition of the 
law requiring imprisonment for debt in all 
cases, except for fraud and the wages of 
laborers. Also the Legal Affairs Commit- 
tee to inquire as to the repeal of the law 
relating to the rate of interest; for the res- 
toration of the former law limiting the 
rate of interest to 6 per cent.; also in re- 
gard to the enactment of a law to more ef- 
fectually compel individuals and corpora- 
tions to return to the assessors a more full 
and perfect inventory of taxable property, 
and making it imperative upon assessors to 
inquire that such inventory be given under 
oath. Passed fo be engrossed—An act to 
incorporate the Ocean Street Railroad Com- 
pany ; act to amend chapter 173 public laws 
of 1877 ; relating to the election of Superin- 
tending School Committees. A petition 
was presented of J. D. Warren and others 
for the incorporation of the Gardiner Water 
Company, for the purpose of purchasing 
and maintaining property and reservoir 
dams on Cobbossee streams and tributaries. 

In the Senate, on Monday, on motion of 
Mr. Lamson of Sagadahoc, House order re- 
ferring certain educational matters concern- 
ing the State College to the Committee on 
Education, was taken from the table. Mr. 
Lamson said that it had been the usual 
practice to refer all matters pertaining to 
the Agricultural College to the Committee 
on Agriculture. If any change is to be 
made inthe rules and regulations of the 
college, the Agricultural Committee is the 
proper committee to make those changes. 
The order was taken from the table, and 
the Senate non-concurred with the House 
in referring it to the Committee on Educa- 
tion. 

In the House, on motion of Mr. McKusic 
of Calais; ordered, that the committee on 
the Judiciary be directed to inquire into the 
expediency of providing by law for more 
speedy hearing and trial of cases where the 
rights of persons holding public offices are 
involved. On motion of Mr. Gushee of 
Appleton, ordered; that the Committee on 
Education inquire into the expediency of 
the suspension of the operation of the free 
high school laws for the present year. On 
motion of Mr. Gray of Monson; ordered, 
that the Committee on Education be in- 
structed to inquire into the expediency of 
authorizing towns to raise money by taxa- 
tion or otherwise;to be expended by a 
school committee or supervisor, at their 
discretion, in providing for the conveyance 
of-children to and from the public schools. 
On motion of Mr. Butler of Vassalboro’; 
ordered, that the Committee on Legal Af- 
fairs be requested to inquire into the expe- 
diency of so amending the election laws 
that the penalty for a violation of said laws 
by municipal officers shall fall upon said offi- 
cers and not upon their constituents. On 
motion of Mr. Hatch of Bangor; ordered,
